The members of the First Voterà' 
Club, in their handsome uniforms of 
blue, and with their jgun torches all 
ablaze, turned ont in force last even-

NEW YOBK, Oct. 7.—At 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, when Broadway 
was crowded, two men followed Jas. 
McDowell, a messenger of the Ma- 
rine bank, into a Wall street stage, 
and when an opportunity offered de- 
liberately unbuttoned his coat and 
from an inside pocket took a wallet 
containing $21,953 in money, certi- 
fied checks and notes. One of the 
men blocked the stage door while his 
companion, to whom he had handed 
the wallet, ran away. The messenger 
had the stage stopped when the rob- 
bers gave him a chance, and started 
in pursuit, but the men were lost sight 
of iu the crowds that filled the side- 
walks. McDowell is between 60 and 
70 years old. Shortly after the bank 
had been opened he set out to make 
collections, and had completed his 
day's work. When he entered the 
'bus two men who had followed him 
some distance also entered the stage. 
All the seats were occupied and sev 
eral persons were standing. McDowell 
had to stand. 
The two men who got 
on just after him crowded against 
him as the stage was passing Leonaid 
street. One ot the men, McDowell 
says, unbuttoned the coat, took out 
the wallet and passed it to his com- 
panion, who immediately jumped off 
and disappeared. This took but a few 
seconds. The robbery was committed 
so quietly and skillfully that Mc 
Dowell did not understand what was 
going on until he saw his wallet pass 
ed to the man nearest the door. ''I 
have been robbed. Stop those men, 
he shouted. Half a dozen men tug- 
ged at the bell-rope, and the stage was 
brought to a itand-stlll. The man 
with the wallet had by this time dis- 
appeared, however. The confederate 
then ran away.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 7.—The fact 
that a most horrible murder was com- 
mitted in the city a day or so ago waa 
brought to light last evening by find- 
ing the body of a white man in the 
old basin canal in the rear portion of 
the city. The name of the man is 
John GornmUler. He-was an officer 
of the Sanitary Excavating company, 
and was about 42 yeais of age. He 
started for the theatre last Monday 
nigh', and that was the last known of 
him until his body was discovered 
yesterday. 
The body is cut and 
gashed in a horrible manner, and 
when it was found it was almost en- 
tirely stripped of clothing. The the- 
ory is that he was waylaid and mur- 
dered for the money which he had on 
his person. 


An Eminent Actor Dying. 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 7.—It is announced 
this morning that J. K. Emmet, the 
actor, is lying dangerously ill at the 
house of his sister, in this city, and 
that his physician considers his case 
quite critical. His wife has been no- 
tified of his condition, and requested 
to come here at once if she wishes to 
see him alive. Emmet retired last 
Saturday from the second week of his 
engagement, owing, as was stated, to 
the bad condition of his voice and 
general ill health. But it seems that 
since then he has been very ill, and 
that he is really in a very dangerous 
condition. All hia engagements to 
November Ist have beeu cancelled. 


Ble Fire In Massacliasefts. 


LOWELL, MASS., October 7.—Fire 
broke out in the dry room of the Chase 
mill in this city yesterday afternoon. 
The mill was burned to the ground. 
Falling walls struck Faulkner's mill, 
setting it on fire,and it also was burned 
to the ground.
